There is little dan- 
ger of the balloon being pierced by a 


swaying condition and the extreme dif- 
ficulty of hitting anything at an eleva- 
tion of 2,500 feet, which is the usual 
limit of a cable reel.

''Despatches for the Admiral." 


In these days of the telegraph, it is 


difficult to realize that the commander 
of any of our fleets may necessarily be 
for days and weeks beyond the reach 
of instructions from 
Washington. 


When one considers the great value of 
concerted action between the various 
squadrons, it is readily perceived w7hat 
a great practical obstacle this has been 
to the effective conduct of the war, 
and now there has been added, within 
a few days, a necessity of careful and 
exact co-operation between land and 
naval forces which emphasizes the 
importance of reliable means of com- 
munication between the war depart- 
ment and the fleet. 


Communication on the ocean is one 


of the practical difliculties attaching 
to the sea as a scene of action which 
landsmen seldom appreciate. 
The 


elaborate system of signals, used in 
clear weather to convey information 
from ship to ship, can be used only in 
a limited number of cases, and a swift 
and sure despatch-boat service is as 
important to a modern commodore as 
it was to Xelson a hundred years ago. 


It is no wonder that the arrival of 


despatches for the admiral, as pictured 
in the illustration reproduced to-day 
from Harper's Weekly, is an event of 
the greatest interest to the sailors of a 
fleet at sea. Instructions possibly for 
instant and deadly battle may be car- 
ried by the jaunty ensign, clambering 
up the side of the grim (lag-ship, and 
the old tars keep their eyes open for 
the flutter of the wfll-known signals, 
meaning that the chance has come for 
that glorious light and victory for 
which they are all looking.

The clsarge of tho 5 inch siege gnu 
is l-2ji pouuds of hessigonal powder, 
with a projectile weighing 45 pounds 
(including high explosives) ; for the 7 
inch howitzer tHe charge is 10 pounds 
of hexagonal powder, ejecting a missile 
of 105 pounds •weight, aud for tbe 7 inch 
breechloaeling mortars 5'^ pounds of 
powder is ased to throw a 125 pound 
shrapnel shell. 


These gnns may be fired about ouo 


roand a minnte, and their power of de- 
shtiction isnliuost iucoueeivable. From 
tests niado by army officers it bas been 
proved that a sbrnpncl shell fired from 
a 5 inch gnu will burst with terrific 
force in about 500 fragments. A 7 inch 
shrapnel shell will distribute 700 bul- 
lets and fragments over a distance 800 
yards long and half as broad. These 
siege gnns are, for transportation, at- 
tached each to a limber and haxiled by 
horses or mules, ten to a gnn. 
From 


three to five miles is the most effective 
range of the 5 inch rifle.

used either close to the objective or at a

When the principal sqnadron of tbe 


navy began rendezvocsing here aud it 
became evident that war was in sight, 
newspaper correspondents began flock- 
ing in here to be ready ror the harvest. 
The destruction of the Maine increased 
its importance as a news center, and 
npon the day tbe fleet sailed awaT to 
blockade the Cuban coast there were ou 
dnty here more than 50 reporters of the 
American press. As rt matter of fact it 
had been very dnll in Key West up to 
this event. The newspaper men, the 
naval officers and the army officers had 
hobnobbed in tbe hotel corridors and 
become acqnainteiJ, but as for pattiujj 
"staff on the v.-ire" there wa&s littlo to 
be done. Every one was waiting for thy 
fleet'to sail. Occasionally there wen: 
arrivals and departares of vessels to L-e 
recorded, accidents to tbe machinery oo 
shipboard to be investigated, the forti- 
fications at Fort Taylor to be watched, 
and a few other routine ciatters to be 
kept track of, bnt that waa all. Tiaje 
hung heavily, nnd Key West, hot, dnsty, 
mosqnito infested and flea plagued, was 
one big yawn. 


The sailing of the fleet wrought a 


marvelons change. The yachts of the 
newspapers, which hart been at anchor 
in the harbor with thesqnadrou, steam- 
ed out with it. leaving men on shore to 
keep their eyes open and fight for in- 
formation. The war was on for the cor- 
respondents before even the shores of 
Cuba were sighted. The duty of the 
men on tbe yachts was to follow tbe 
fleet and report its movements, ita cap- 
tures and its battles. But Key Wei;t 
must still bo guarded. There might be 
an action at sea and the news of it reach 
Key West by one of the speedy little 
torpedo boats long before cue of the di.'i- 
patch boats could return. Prizes might 
be broogbt inatauy honr. The dispatch 
boats might be riddled iu an engage- 
ment or captured by a Spanish gunboat. 
Key West itself might be attacked by 
Spanish men-of-war. Therefore watch- 
iuiness was essential at this point.

The establishment cf a press censor- 


ship was an innovation which worked 
harshly at first. T«\ uegiu witb, all 
tbeso writers bad hiioerto been uiitram- 
me!u(5. They had hvsn accnstomc-d to 
wiring whatever they taw fit. Sudden- 
ly a man was thrnt-t upon them with 
tho power to "kill" every word they 
wrote. Newspaper sreculatioii was cnt 
off. Ko more theories of war wcro al- 
lowed. The writer w)>o bad been in the 
habit of directing military and naval 
operations wirh his i)»u found hiniseli 
held down to facts acd only such facts 
as had been reported to Washington 
and whoso publication would not hnrt 
the country's interests. This was alto- 
gether new, and its sudden application 
played havoc iu more ways than one. 


A few afternoons ago a reporter filed 


a long dispatch. There was much exclu- 
sive information in it. A few paragraphs 
wera deemed unwise by the censor. He 
therefore laid the whole dispatch aside 
for future consideration. After every 
other dispatch filed after it bad been 
sent the story was censored and allowed 
to go oat. It was thus delayed 15 hours, 
although no notice of censorship had 
been served ou the man who wrote it. 
This was intensely annoviug, but there 
was no help for it. However, when the 
injustice of reversing tho filing order 
was pointed'oiii to Captain Thompson 
he readily admitted it, BO that it will 
not occur again. The injustice done was 
entirely unintentional 011 his part. Not 
being a newspaper man, he did not real- 
ize the necessity for haste. 


Another difficulty which soma of the 


newspapers have met with is the unre- 
liability of the crews aboard their dis- 
patch boats. 
With one exception the 


.New York Sun is the ouly uewspuper 
here whose crew has stock faithfully to 
it. Some of the boats have been return- 
ed to their owners because of desertioni 
by all bands. 
The reason assigned for 


this is thai the men do not care to run 
the risk of being captured by the Span- 
iards. They have read so much of Span- 
ish brutality that they imagine their 
toe nails will be toru out with redhot 
pinchers the moment they are captured. 
All the Cubans in Key West seemed to 
believe this most firmly, and their sto- 
ries to the men sent courugo below par 
—New York Sun.
